It  Is  an  invaluable  blcssinp^  to 
have  tlie  clividini.;  line  between 
what  i-i  blaiTlcwuitby  and  wiiat  is 
laudable,  plainly  and  exactly  drawn. 
It  is  an  unspeakable  nrivilcjjc  to 
liave  those,  tf)  whose  care  the  exe¬ 
cution  oI  Uic  laws  is  entrusted,  zeal¬ 
ous  to  ib:  the  precise  incaninij  of 

every  statute.  l^ut  w  liei  c  some  of

tlie  laws  arc  enforced,  and  some 
ncijlcctcd  ;  where  sou^e  arc  clea<l, 
some  expirinjj,  and  many  in  a  de- 
clir/in^  state,  liic  nun  is  beside  him- 
seir,  who  expects  a  cheerful  obedi¬ 
ence  to  the  rest,  lie,  w!io  has  fre- 
(juenlly  violated  any  law  with,  impu¬ 
nity,  soon  justifies  himsrrlfin  the  vi- 
(’luiion  of  every  other,  and  at  length 
becomes  so  hardened  as  to  trample 
cn  every  ordinance,  both  human 
and  divine. 

IluT  the  w!)clc  system  of  jurls- 

nrudcr.cc  should  be  sliielded  from  i 

«  ■ 

co  ntempt ;  and  were  ul!  otlier  con- 
sii!eraiio!i5  laid  aside,  this  is  abun¬ 
dantly  su.Ticicnt  to  compel  the 
greatest  exaclucss.  A  contempt 
of  the  laws  is  a  formidalde  enemy 
to  government  itself;  an. enemy, 
^!:ich  is  the  more  dangerous,  as  it 
catinot  be  met  4  wlilcb  declines  all 
fair  and  honorable  and  van-  j 

cy,tishcs  by  the  magic  of  popular 
pivj'idices.  A  litile  relaxation  in 
the  distribution  (.f  justice  makes 
v."»y  for  more  ;  a  few  despised  rc- 
gnlaiioivi  prepare  the  mind  to  dcs- 
1  i'*e  iiie  rest,  till  llie  whole  code 
bcc.omes  the  objtxU  of  neglect  and 
ri  iicule.  .  A  slatu-^j  hook  of  (  on- 
tcinncd  laws  is  fit  only  for  inscrip¬ 
tions  on  tl'.e  tornb  C'f  departed  gov- 
cininent.  It  is  a  volume  ofsailres 
more  poignaui  thau  those  of  Juve¬ 


nal  or  Fersus  ;  satires  on  tiu;  legis¬ 
lators,  the  magistrates,  and  the  pco- 
I'lc  ;  satires,  wiiicli  not  oniveausu 
a  mmnentary  vexatbjn,  but  inflict 
iijjn])  the  general  liappiness  a  severe 
and  L^.sling  wound. 

7\o  AIM,  it  is  necessary  to  the  har- 
meny  of  society,  that  the  execution 
of  tiic  laws  be  uniform  and  iriipar- 
tiul.  iftiie  administration  of  ius- 
lice  IS  unsteady  ;  if  it  vibrates  froin 
energy  aiul  rigour,  to  laxness  and 
indolence,  cand  is  at  one  time  scru¬ 
pulously  exact,  and  at  another  focl- 
ishly  negligent  ;  nc.tliing  perma¬ 
nent  and  salutary  can  be  expected. 
And  if  a  dignified  impartiaiity  docs 
not  characterize  t!i3  jiidica! 
nrocecings,  it  i.s  most  plain  tiict 
there  can  be  no  ccnfivlence  in 
liic  rulers,  and  tint  gcveiT.rnent  will 
become  the  oljject  of  distrust  ^ud  a- 
vci'slon. 

Yet  it  is  a  notciiovs  and  glaiing 
fact,  tlu.t  in  ho  country  under  b.eav  - 
cn,  are  the  ricli  punid  cd  for  wh.a: 
are  deuiominatc J  the  smaller  kinds 
of  offences.  Ircm  their  e^ev::vl 
situation  in  life,  their  example  is 
dreadfully  contagious.  Fet  ifthese^ 
who  lliiiik  that  the  possession  of 
property  licences  and  sanciiens 
their  crimes,  were  properly  hum¬ 
bled  at  tlie  footstool  of  justice,  their 
example  would  no  lo!iTcr  coiu.arnf- 
nate  society.  And  if  tl.c  lower 
classes  of  the  peopic  saw-  tfat  no 
man  was  superior  to  the  laws,  thrv 
would  acuuiasce  wiili  mucli  greater 
alacrity  in  preper  ivslriiiit-.  a:\i  rdl 
ranks  would  much  m.orc  heartily 
engage  in  saciifiving  iin'i'Mdual 
graiilication  to  tiiC  pub.lc  welfare.

And  who  vrill  not 
acknow  ledi^e  that  our  nation  ourrht 
to  be  piiriiied  from  sin,  that  the 
jndi^monls,  which  IvdU]:!^  over  us, 
and  which  we  so  jusily  deserve, 
niav  be  averted  ?  Lock  aror*nd  for 
yourselves,  and  consider  this  mat¬ 
ter.  Take  a  view  of  the  fashionubie 
vices  only  vviiich  now  prevail  ;  ct 
those  practiced  by  the  great,  the 
splendid,  the  honorable,  in  situa¬ 
tions  where  temptation  ouglit  to 
meet  witli  a  firm  and  an  indignar»t  re¬ 
pulse  ;  and  then  judge  what  arc  t!iC 
crimes  perpetrated  by  those  nlio  are 
debased  by  the  example  of  su periors ; 
who  are  unenlightened  by  ediijca- 
lio!i,  uninfluenced  by  a  fear  id'  dis- 
i»*racc,.anJ  destitute  of  every  rc- 
sirainiug  principle, 


Contemplate  the  extensive  pre¬ 
valence  of  profanencss.  See  the 
earnest  endeavors  of  wicked  nicn 
to  dishonor  the  name  of  God  ,  to 
invent  bLsphemies  hitlierto  unthoh 
of;  and  to,  gain.thcmselvcs  laurels  in 
the  w’ar  against  Heaven.  Hear 
curses  uttered  by  children  uncon¬ 
scious  of  tlieir.  meaning  ;  an  1  sec 
the  hoary  didvcllcr.  with  one  foot  in 
l^is  grave,  muttering  execrations  a- 
gtinst  Lis  Maker  and  Preserver. 
\'io‘.v  the  drunkard,  forfeiting  all 
claim  to  human  society,  destroying 
bis  intellectual -powers,  andcommit- 
tiiig  a  sure  though  lingering  sui¬ 
cide  ;  a  suicide,  destroying  at  the 
same  time  his  body  and  his  soul. 
I^isten  to  tlic  midnight  orgies  of  the 
gaming  table,  w’here  robbciy  is  le¬ 
galized  by  V\c  tribunal  of  honor, 
wdg.cre  cheating  is  elevated  into  a 
liberal  profession,  and  where  the 
great  strife  is,  who  shall  decoy  most 
aayentures,  and  sacnfico.  them  to 
the  rapaciouriess  of  tlie  banditti. 
See  the  Sabbath,  w^hich  ought  to  be 
a  d  IV  of  rest,  of  worship,  and  of  Ln- 
s^Muetion  in  holy  things,  converted 
iii*v4  day  of  iiIoth,.a  day  of  visiting,  j 


a  day  of  unhallowed  amuserneiit,'  a 
day  of  feasting  and  riot,  and,  pre¬ 
eminently,  a  day  of  sin.  See  men 
I  among  our  senators,  fudges  and  go- 
I  vernors,  foolish  and  nuid  enough  m 
i  go  openly,  and  shamelessly  to  niiu*- 
deriiig  cac!i  otlier  in  a  duel ;  and  all 
this  uiulei'  laws,  wliich  profess  to 
guard  life  as  a  thing  sacred,  and  un¬ 
der  a  religion,  wiiich  j)rocluims 
peace  on  curlh,”  and  declares,  that 
wiioso  shcddelh  man’s  blood,  l)y 
man  shall  his  blood  be  shed.”  Sec 
adedlery  proved  in  our  courts,  lime 
alter  lime,  for  the  purpose  ofobtain- 
ing  a  divorce,  and  the  adulterers 
sutiercvl  lo  go  at  large,  detested  in- 
1  ileeii  by  good  men,,  hut  unpunished 
lor  their  crimes,  and  totally  unno- 
ticcil  by  the  magistrate.  See  tiie 
seducer  practicing  every  fiend-iii:e 
aruficc  ;  committi^^g  deliberate,  re¬ 
iterated  perjury  ;  dt‘Stroying  the 
hopes  and  irap[uuess  of  brothers,  sis¬ 
ters,  aiid  parents  ;  and  cnhaiu  ing 
Ins  guilt  by  ofiering  up  others  witli 
hunsclt'  at  the  shri!ie  of  pollution. 
In  a  part  of  the  world  where  the 
gospel  has  been  pre  .chc  1  from  gen- 
eratiou  to  generation  ;  among  n 
people  more  favored  by  lleiveii 
tiian  any  other  from  the  fall  of  man 
to  tiie  present  time,  brothels  are  in¬ 
stituted,  supj)orted,  defended.  Hise 
up,  O  Ba!)ylon,  thou  mother  of  bar- 
lots,  and  blush  for  our  enormities. 
Thy  crimson  abominations  wliiten 
into  innocence,  ^yhen  comp-ared 
with  more  aggravated  oiTences  of  a 
Christian  laud. 

In  this  state  of  tilings,  when  eve¬ 
ry  honest  man  wishes  tiiat  the  laws 
should  have  all  possible  ehicacy, 
much  dependence  must  be  placed 
on  our  rulers.  Imagine  to  yenr- 
selves  all  our  countrymen,  wiio  hold 
oilices  In  tiie  magistracy,  assembled, 
fioin  tlic  jircsideiil  id’  tiie  United 
States,  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
a  grand  juror,  and  addressed  on  this 
iinpQruat  su’njccl  by  some  vcncra« 
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ble  civilian,  like  a  H  ile,  or  a  Mans¬ 
field,  skilled  cq'iully  in  law  and  in 
huniiUi  n.Atiire. 

My  frieiitls,  and  coiintrynicii,” 
would  he  not  say  \  use  great  dili¬ 
gence,  that  in  all  yo«ir  behaviour,  your 
example  be  such  as  may  be  consid¬ 
ered  a  safe  pattern  for  imitation. 
Transgression  of  tlie  law  in  a  ma¬ 
gistrate,  is  like  open  wicko(hjc«<s  iti 
a  minister  of  the  gospel  it  pre¬ 
vents  all  the  good  he  might  otiicr- 
wi  ^e  liavc  done,  and  ])rodure:s  c\il 
which  no  repentance,  no  exertions, 
cun  ie[)air. 

Wkkx  obliged  to  inflict  pun¬ 
ishment,*  let  it  be  seen  that  justice 
cucupics  the  first  place  in  your 
breast,  and  a  digiiifierl  clemency  tlie 
second  ;  act  tlie  part  f)f  a  friend,  and 
a  father,  nol  ci  an  illiberal,  unfeel¬ 
ing  tyrant.

Rectiludc 
of  conrluct,  an  1  ajuit  sense  of  digni¬ 
ty,  will  render  any  olbce  honora¬ 
ble.
